Foreign Music 


Symphony Orchestra 
Conductor Befuddled 


W ASHINGTO N (JI — Why is it, 


the conductor of the National Sym ­ 


phony Orchestra asked today, that 


Americans would rather listen to 


“ third grade foreign music” than 


superior works by American com­ 
posers? 
“ It ’s something I just can’t fig­ 
ure out.” Howard Mitchell s a i d 
in an interview. “ Cole Porter is 
so much better than Khachatur­ 
ian.” 
It’s because of this feeling about 
American music, Mitchell s a i d , 
that he is not announcing in ad­ 
vance the names of the selections 
on his orchestral programs this 
season. 
Mitchell put it this way: 
“ In the past, when I announced 
the programs, people would call 
up to ask whether the Gershwin 
or the Creston or the Copland se­ 
lection would be before or after 
intermission. 
“ The implication was clear. They 
didn’t want to hear the American 
composition and were going to pass 
up that part of the concert.” 
These p e o p l e , Mitchell said, 
“ Have the idea that all American 
music is hard on the ear and filled 
with dissonance. Actually, though, 
our music is much easier to listen 
to than a lot of material they seem 
to like.” 
The conductor singled out as ex­ 
amples 
the 
music 
Cole 
Porter 
wrote for the Broadway success, 
“ Kiss Me, Kate,” and the popu­ 
lar Gayne Suite, with its Saber 
Dance, by the Russian, A r a m 
Khachaturian. 
“ Why anyone w-ould rather listen 
to the Saber Dance ever ‘So in 
Love Am I ’ escapes me complete­ 
ly ,” Mitchell said. 
“ Beethoven. Mozart a n d Bach 
are some others I can understand, 
but how many composers are there 
like them ?” 
Mitchell remarked that in Eu­ 
rope a conductor builds his con­ 
certs around his native music. “ A 
German or an Italian or A French­ 
man or a Russian will play 90 per 
cent native works,” he said. “ Here, 
we’re lucky if we can get in IO 
per cent American music.” 
Mitchell. 42, has been conductor 
of the National Symphony nearly 
five years.

Another thing President Eisenhower might do 
well to think about since he was not elected 
to be a tub-thumper but the chief executive is 
this:

The wobbly rum or of Lavrenti B eria’s escape 
from Russia with an offer to tell suitable au­ 
thority in the United States everything he knows 
is useful, even if it can ’t be confirmed. 
It is useful because it is credible. Something 
did happen to this highly placed official. Either 
he knew his num ber was up and escaped be­ 
fore his enemies could dispose of him, or he 
was able to escape after they had taken away 
his liberty. The episode tells a 
great deal 
about political insecurity under the Communist 
dictatorship. 
This sort of thing vin happen in the So­ 
viet Union — this savagery among the ruling 
politicians. 
Imagination has produced a conception of the 
modern Russian state which stresses its mili­ 
tary strength and political terrorism . It is the 
kind of picture that Communist propagandists 
would paint if they could do the job them ­ 
selves. 
The reality is less than the figment of im ag­ 
ination. The now - famous “ iron curtain'* nev­ 
er was designed to keep the w’orld from learn­ 
ing how strong the Soviet Union is but hew 
weak it is — weak enough to give genuine sub­ 
stance to the threat of any form er official who 
might escape and be willing to talk. 
His revelations could be a mortal blow.

that Donald Downes was introduc­ 
ed into the OSS by the British 
espionage 
or­ 
ganization

IT NEEDS TO be recalled that 
the OSS was an espionage organ- I 
ization for work abroad. It had no 
assignment 
within 
the 
United 
States. It would seem that in the 
OSS, Donald 
Downes’s 
business 
was to steal the codes and ciphers 
of em bassies which he describes 
as “ Alphonia, Betonia, and Gam- 
monia, and Vichy F ran c e.’’ 
According 
to 
him. 
J. 
E dgar 
Hoover was annoyed that the OSS 
was “ penetrating” e m b a s s i e s . ) 
which Downes boasts with much 
pride he did with great success, j 
It appears that Dowrnes’s gripe 
against the FBI is that when his 
operatives were engaged in rifling 
the “ Alphan” em bassy in Wash­ 
ington, “ . . .two FBI squad cars 
pulled up outside the building and 
turned on their sirens. It awoke 
everybody. All the lights 
He instructed his operatives who 
telephoned to him: 
“ . . .Go home and if you are 
picked up by the FBI refuse to 
talk. . .” So 
he 
called 
General 
Donovan, 
who “ . . .went to the 
White House to protest.” 


I HAVE BEEN able, at great 
pains, to check something of this 
incident. The entire siren sequence 
is false. (On July 30, 1942, there 
was an incident not far from the 
“ A lphan” 
em bassy 
— 
several 
blocks away. Two men were in a 
car. 
They were told to move on. 
If Sen. McCarthy had all this 
m aterial in a form that could be 
established under oath, he might 
produce some really hot stuff. 
At any rate, President Roosevelt 
told Donovan to stay aw’ay from 
the em bassies. 
The next story that Downes tells 
about the FBI, to show how’ un­ 
patriotic J 
E dgar Hoover is, re­ 
lates 
to 
one 
Charles 
Bedeaux, 
whom I knew’ very well. 
According to Downes, tw’o broth-

ers. Guy and Jacques Calvet (born 
Cohen), in Algiers, in 1942, offered 
their services to the United States. 


CHARLES BEDEAUX, an Amer­ 
ican citizen of French birth, had 
lo*g lived in the United States 
where he m ade an enormous for­ 
tune as an industrial engineer. 
During the war, he tried to sell 
the G erm ans the idea of laying a 
pipeline across £he Sahara to bring 
cheap vegetable oils (mostly pea­ 
nut oil* from West Africa to Hit­ 
ler’s Europe. (Subsequently, t h e 
British expensively and unsuccess­ 
fully experim ented with Bedeaux s 
ideas.) 
Bedeaux was caught trading with 
the enemy and was arrested, large­ 
ly through betrayal, according to 
Downes, by Guy Calvet. It seems 
that Downes wanted Calvet to steal 
some documents from the French 
Securite Militaire. which he did. 
making and keeping photostats of 
the same. 
The FBI also got there and in­ 
terviewed Calvet. But Downes, an 
American OSS agent, according to 
his own admission, spied on FBI 
agents in 
the course 
of 
their 
duty. According to Downes, the 
FBI agent, with a Southern ac­ 
cent, (mind. Downes says he was 
listening behind a half-open door) 
wanted all the photostats of Be- 
deaux’s papers which Calvet had 
kept. 


FIRST 
AS TO 
the 
“ Southern 
accent.” this is quite amusing. I 
have questioned that one fact be- j 
cause 
the 
veracity of 
much 
of 
Downes’s book m ay hinge on it. 
Either he was hiding in the tiny 
Calvet store, where nobody could 
actually hide, and he heard the 
“ Southern accent” or he was not 
there. 
My information is that the FBI 
operatives, who questioned Calvet, 
spoke French and Yiddish, mostly 
French, 
Bedeaux committed 
suicide in 
Florida 
while 
under 
arrest. 
Dowses says: “ On his way home 
under arrest Charles Bedeaux, of­ 
ficially under the surveillance of 
the FBI, com m itted suicide when 
changing planes 
in Florida. 
He 
took poison, bought in Florida. How 
he m anaged to get it can only be 
surm ised.” 
Actually, while with the Im m i­ 
gration and Naturalization Service 
in M iam i (not the FBI), on Feb. 
18, 
1944, Charles Bedeaux 
died 
from a self-administered dose of 
luminal. 
He 
h a d 
accum ulated 
small doses, given him for sleep­ 
lessness, until he had sufficient for 
a fatal dose. 
These stories are trivial, but out 
of them Downes tries to give the 
impression that J. E dgar Hoover 
and the FBI were traitors during

In this column I have occasional-; 
ly said that we really can’t hope 
to cause a child to pay attention 
and concentrate simply by telling 
him to do so. 
5Ve can much less hope to get a 
child to be attentive at school by 
commanding him at home to con­ 
centrate at school. 
A few teachers have written me 
to say that such statem ents are 
untrue, to which criticism I have 
replied about as follows: 
I concede that a teacher may 
effectively command a child to be 
quiet if he is interrupting her by 
talking to another child. If he is 
moving about or creating disturb­ 
ances in some other way while he 
is supposed to attend to the m at­ 
ter at hand, I concede that she 
should command him to sit still 
or assum e a physical position fav­ 
orable to his paying attention to 
school work. 


BUT NO m atter how perfectly he 
shows the outward appearance of 
attending, we can’t be sure of what 
is going on in his head or how 
he feels. 
No m atter how he appears, we 
can’t be sure he is concentrating 
on his lesson or on what his teach­ 
er or his classm ates are saying. 
There is the anecdote which a 
famous psychologist of years ago, 
once told about the boy who was 
complimented by his teacher for 
good attention to a speaker in his 
class. 
“ Yes,” said the boy, “ I couldn’t 
keep my eyes from his funny chin 
that kept moving up and down as 
he spoke.” In this way, grown-ups 
also m ay attend to a speaker in 
a group or a guest talking in our 
homes—attending but not to what 
the speaker was saying. 
Suppose we could hear and see 
what was going on in each young­ 
ster’s head during a class period. 
Most 
interesting 
would 
be 
the 
many daydream ing youths in high 
school or college. 
A t t e n t i o n or concentration 
(which m eans prolonged and deep 
attention) to a m atter, is not only 
a m atter of outward manifestation. 
I f s a m atter of what goes on in 
side the head and heart, of what 
the person is thinking and feeling. 
5Ve certainly can’t be sure to get 
it by a commanding word. 5Vhen 


we order a child to pay attention, 
all we do is order him to be in a 
physical position to attend. Some­ 
times this does help, momentarily 
at least. 
Certainly ifs sensible to require 
each child in the classroom to con­ 
form reasonably to certain regu­ 
lations favorable for his own at­ 
tention and the attention of others 
in the class. But it doesn't seem 
very sensible to say, “ Pay atten­ 
tion," when a child is being a nuis­ 
ance to others in the classroom. 
These are the wrong words. 


GETTING the child in a phys­ 
ical attitude for paying attention, 
we still have the problem of find­ 
ing how to cause him to attend 
from within. 
He does his best when he is 
succeeding at doing mentally what 
he is supposed to be doing. 
By talking privately with a stu­ 
dent who seems to be often day­ 
dream ing in the classroom, we 
might be able to prevail on him 
to use effort at calling h i m s e l f 
back when 
he discovers he 
is
